MUSEUM FIGHTS 
RENT INCREASE 


Integral town organisation can ill afford ‘out of 
proportion’ fees hike says chairman at meeting

AXMINSTER Museum cannot afford an “out of all 
proportions” rent increase when it reopens this year. 

That was the “loud and clear” message from the museum 
committee during its annual meeting on Thursday, March 
10th. 

Axminster Museum has been shut for the last two 
seasons — but those attending the meeting heard about 
plans to reopen this year. 

The two-season hiatus was forced upon the museum by a 
dry rot problem in the Old Courthouse, which is owned by 
Axminster Town Council. 

Repairs are nearing completion and it is hoped the 
museum will reopen in late May or early June. 


Axminster Tourist Information Centre (TIC) manager 
Sarah Crook attended the annual meeting and spoke during 
the Any Other Business section of the agenda, saying: 
“Despite all the setbacks we must keep going. 

“The visitors to the TIC are itching to hear about the 
history of the town — and the museum is integral to that.” 

Axminster Museum committee chairman Laurence 
Hitchcock said: “That is something that needs to be made 
loud and clear to the town council. 

“As a voluntary organisation we can ill afford the rents 
they are talking about.” 

He didn’t mention any figures, but said after the meeting 
that the museum currently pays “a peppercorn rent” to the 
town council. 

He claimed that the town council had suggested a new 
rent just before the problems with the Old Courthouse 


emerged. 

Nothing was signed and nothing more happened because 
of the problems, but Mr Hitchcock described the proposed 
new rent as “out of all proportions for the organisation that 
we are”. 

The Old Courthouse has undergone major repairs and, as 
previously reported, the town council has borrowed 
£70,000 to pay for the repairs. 

Town clerk Hilary Kirkcaldie said the town council did 
not wish to comment at this stage. It is understood the two 
parties will meet in the near future to discuss the rent. 

During the meeting, it was reported that Axminster 
Museum made a loss of £128.04 last year, which was 
described as “not too bad” because the museum had not 
been open. It was also reported that the museum has 
£16,000-plus in the bank.

Pillars take 
another hit

A MEETING is being arranged to 
discuss the way forward for a 
Shute landmark turned into a pile 
of rubble. 

Shute Parish Council is calling for 
the landmark’s restoration plus extra 
road safety measures to prevent more 
incidents, and Devon County Council 
has agreed to send an elected member 
and an officer for talks. 

One of the two historic Shute Pillars, 
just off the A3 5, was repaired towards 
the end of 2008 after having been hit 
by a car. 

Shute Parish Council campaigned for 
the repair and involved Devon County 
Council in the process. 

The repair, understood to have cost 
more than £30,000, was paid for by the 
insurer of the motorist involved, and 
road safety measures were put in 
place. 

The safety measures included the 
relocation of a chevron and a ‘SLOW’ 
marking painted on the approach to the 
bend. 

But another car crashed into the 
pillar on Thursday, March 3rd, 
completely demolishing the landmark, 
which is a listed structure. 

Shute Parish Council chairman Peter 


Rugg said: “I’m relieved nobody was 
seriously injured or killed — these 
things weigh tonnes.” 

But he wants to prevent further 
incidents and said: “The road looks 
wide and drivers don’t realise until the 
last moment that the road turns.” 

He will suggest to highway bosses 
that a chevron is added and located 
next to the pillar. 

About the pillars he said: “They are 
pretty ancient and part of our heritage. 
It is beatiful stone.” 

Local county councillor Andrew 
Moulding has confirmed that he is 
trying to organise a meeting. 

A Devon County Council spokesman 
said: “A meeting is being arranged 
between our local highways engineer, 
local county councillor and the parish 
chairman to discuss the issues. 

“We are still looking into how this 
latest incident happened and what 
more can be done to prevent further 
damage at this location.” 

Police say the car involved in the 
crash suffered extensive damage, but 
the driver did not require medical 
attention. 

When asked if the driver is under 
investigation for any road traffic 
offence in relation to the accident, a 
police spokesperson said there had 
been no offence. 



Hospiscare’s 
plea for stock 

AXMINSTER’S Hospiscare 
shop is appealing for more stock 
donations, including children’s 
clothing. 

Manager Amanda Walker says that 
things usually go quiet after 
Christmas for a month, but this year 
the recovery is taking longer. 

Footfall remains good but Amanda 
said: “A lot of it is browsing as 
opposed to buying. Customers are 
still coming in but we haven’t got 
much new stock to put out to sell.” 

The shop is looking for clothes, 
especially children’s clothes, bric-a- 
brac, books and electrical items apart 
from televisions. 

Amanda explained: “Hospiscare is 
a local charity caring for cancer 
patients and their fa mi lies in Devon.” 

Among other things, the charity 
will open a new hospice in Tiverton 
this year. 


Loader fire 

AN agricultural loader caught 
fire in the middle of a field near 
Kilmington. 

Firefighters were called at 3.50pm 
on Monday, March 7th. 

Appliances from Colyton and 
Honiton attended, and a 
spokesperson for the fire and rescue 
service said: “Crews arrived and 
found one agricultural loader well 
alight in the middle of a field. 

“One jet and one hose reel were 
used to extinguish and dampen down 
the fire which severely damaged the 
loader. The cause was established as 
accidental.”

50-plus forum recruit 


AN organisation providing a voice 
for those aged 50-plus is asking 
potential members to give it a try. 

Axminster and District Seniors’ 
Forum is a branch of The Senior 
Council for Devon, and has tackled a 
number of issues since set up only a 
few years ago. 

Membership is free and the forum 
describes itself as “an independent and 
non-political body”. 

Its aims are to; provide a stronger 
voice for people of this age group in 
and around Axminster; bring positive 
ideas for change; improve access to 
information and services, and so on.

It should also be pointed out that the 
forum started a project to get a town 
bus service in Axminster, which has 
now been taken on by Axminster 
Community Enterprise (ACE). 

Axminster and District Seniors’ 
Forum has more than 40 members, 
who meet on the second Monday of 
each month in the Senior Citizens’ 
Centre. 

Meetings start at 2pm and usually 
feature a guest speaker. 

Past guest speakers include 
representatives of Age UK and South 
West Trains.

Axmouth launches a new parish plan

AXMINSTER vicar John 
Streeting has returned to work, 
but it will be a while until he 
takes services on a regular basis. 

Reverend Streeting was officially 
installed as rector of the six churches 
covered by the the Axminster 
ministry team in December last year 
by The Bishop of Exeter. 

But he was taken ill a few weeks 
later and had an operation to remove 
the lower part of his right leg. 

He is on the mend, however, and 
Axe Valley Mission Community 
administrator Gill McMenemy said: 
“It has been a roller-coaster ride for 
Anglicans in the Axe Valley recently. 

“The good news is that he 
[Reverend Streeting] is now making 
such a rapid recovery that the 
churches can start celebrating once 
again. 


“He returned to work in the rectory 
office, at the beginning of this month, 
although he will not be taking 
services for several more weeks, 
except occasionally in the Minster.” 

Reverend Streeting attended a 
service in Chardstock at the end of 
February, and Gill said: “The 
congregation at the service was 
amazed to see the rector walk into 
church and stand at the lectern to 
offer words of welcome. 

“Bishop Bob encouraged the six 
churches to continue their work 
together in ministering to the needs of 
all in the area as explained in their 
joint mission plan, which he formally 
received from the churchwardens. 

“So, after a somewhat false start, the 
new mission community led by 
Reverend Streeting, with Reverend 
Judith Abbott as team vicar, looks 
forward with great enthusiasm to 
working for the good of the 
community.” 


A PARISH plan for Axmouth 
has been launched. 

The launch event took place on 
Saturday, March 5th, in Axmouth 
Village Hall. 

Plan chairman Jon Underwood 
said he was pleased with the 
successful launch and the large 


turnout of Axmouth residents. 

He said: “I think this shows our 
strong community spirit. Despite 
being a small village we have a lot to 
be proud of. 

“Axmouth has been settled for two 
thousand years and boasts an Iron 
Age hill fort, a 12th century church 


and numerous listed buildings. 

“We also have a national nature 
reserve, part of the Jurassic Coast, 
the Axe Estuary plus a dozen locally 
important sites. There’s a lot here 
we all want to preserve, but there are 
also things we would like to add — 
more and better paths for example.”

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Councillors’ war of words 
during extraordinary meet

A BITTER war of words broke 
out between several town 
councillors during an 
extraordinary meeting of Honiton 
Town Council. 

The meeting took place as this 
newspaper went to press last Monday 
evening (March 7th) and was called to 
discuss the current and future situation 
of the proposed Honiton Community 
Complex. 

Dozens of residents also attended 
and many asked questions of the 
council. 

Following a debate that lasted nearly 
an hour, councillors agreed to accept 
the East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) offer of land at Dowell Street 
car park - to be used for the 
community complex - so long as it is 
found to be suitable. It is believed that 
the town council will ask for a 
structural survey to be carried out on 
the land. 

However, during the debate some 
fierce words were exchanged and 
tempers began to fray. 

Councillor Mike Allen said: “The 
land may not be suitable. We cannot 
bind the next council to the site 
without undertaking a proper survey 
(of the site). 

“Any decision that we make must not 
hobble the next council and we should 
not restrict ourselves to one site. I 
think we should insist on a proper 
business plan to be developed to 


ensure the site is viable. 

“I also believe there is every right for 
another town poll to be held.” 

District councillor Peter Halse said: 
“I was strongly against this project 25 
or 30 years ago. But Honiton needs 
facilities like this. Are we willing to 
take a risk or let it all pass us over. 

“It will hurt all of us in the pocket, 
we will face the cost and the pain but 
we do this for our children and our 
grandchildren and we do it for the 
town. 

“Honiton has always been backward 
in contributing money for local 
projects.” 

Councillor Roy Coombs said: “The 
site is still on the A373, it is still on 
Dowell Street and we all know the 
traffic problems down there. It looks to 
me like the car park is made up land 
and this is a great concern. It is wrong 
to limit ourselves to one site.” 

Councillor Ron Farnham added: “It 
worries me considerably about the 
state of the land in Dowell Street car 
park and the suitability to build on it. 
There has always been problems with 
drainage on the site. 

“I would hate us to go ahead only to 
find out that it (the land) isn’t suitable 
and we have to find extra costs. We 
should have assurances from EDDC in 
the first place before we do anything. 

“The town badly needs a community 
centre but I think this site is too far out 
of town. I believe council offices 
should be central in town.” 

Councillors voted 11 to two in favour 
of accepting the offer from EDDC.

Changes to 
buss passes 
news update 

DEVON County Council (DCC) 
takes over direct responsibility 
for the concessionary bus pass 
scheme on Friday, April 1st. 

Residents who already have a 
national bus pass do not need to 
register with Devon County Council 
unless their circumstances have 
changed, because all national bus 
passes remain valid and their 
information will automatically 
transfer from the district councils on 
March 31st. 

County councillor Stuart Hughes 
said: “It’s important that people who 
already have the pass know that their 
pass remains valid throughout the 
county council area from April 1 st. 

“However, those with a district 
companion pass will need to re-apply 
to benefit from the Devonwide 
companion pass. 

“They should have received a letter 
explaining the change and enclosing 
a Devon companion application 
form. 

“Other severely disabled residents 
can now also apply for their 
companion passes.” 

Devon companion pass application 
forms are available from the 
Concessionary Bus Travel Team.” 

All new applicants living in Devon 
County Council’s area who are 
eligible to apply for the national bus 
pass or the companion pass should 
contact the team on 01392 383688 or 
01271 383688 with any enquiries 
about concessionary bus travel in 
Devon from April 1st. 

This includes east Devon residents 
who previously contacted East 
Devon District Council.

Low visitor 
numbers at 
cycle route 
exhibition

AN all-day Stop Line Way 
exhibition attracted at least 60 
people to the Guildhall in 
Axminster. 

The exhibition was staged by Devon 
County Council and was part of a 
three-stop tour, which also took in 
Colyford and Seaton. 

The Stop Line Way is a route 
linking the Bristol Channel to Lyme 
Bay, passing through Somerset, 
Dorset and Devon. It is set to become 
a section of the National Cycle 
Network, Route 33, being funded and 
built by a partnership of local 
authorities, with the support of 
sustainable transport charity Sustrans. 

The series of exhibitions was staged 
to give people an overview in general 
and information about a forthcoming 
planning application for the Seaton 
seafront to Colyford section in 
particular. 

From an Axminster point of view, 
the project has progressed further than 
in Seaton and Colyford areas, which 
might explain the lower turnout in 
Axminster on Friday, February 25th. 


Almost 300 people attended the 
Colyford, exhibition, for example, 
compared to the 60 people who had 
come through the doors in Axminster 
when two hours of the exhibition 
remained. 

Planning permission has already 
been granted for adjoining sections 
through the Yarty Valley, linking 
Kilmington to Axminster, and work is 
due to start later this year. 

Construction work is also planned 
over the next few months for another 
section from Cloakham Lawn in 
Axminster to Weycroft through the 
Axe Valley, which also has planning 
permission. 

A Devon County Council 
spokesperson explained: “The 
proposed route for the Stop Line Way 
closely follows, and is named after, 
the Second World War defences built 
following the evacuation of the Allies 
from Du nk irk. 

“The coast of Devon and Cornwall 
was considered too long to defend so 
the Stop Line of pillboxes and anti¬ 
tank gun emplacements was built 
across the westcountry to delay 
enemy advance east of the line from 
Seaton to Burnham-on-Sea.”

Marchers say 
EDDC leader 
‘backtracked’

AN east Devon campaign group 
is set to march on the East Devon 
District Council (EDDC) 
headquarters at Knowle, 
Sidmouth, today (Tuesday). 

Communities Before Developers 
(CBD) will be marching on the 
Knowle because it believes council 
leader Sara Randall Johnson has 
backtracked on a pledge to reduce 
development across the district. 

The campaign group will stage their 
protest before a meeting of the district 
council development management 
committee takes place at 2pm. During 
the meeting councillors will be 
discussing the feedback received 
from the Local Development 
Framework (LDF) consultation 
process. 

A spokesman for CBD said: “CBD 
has sprung into action after EDDC’s 
leader, Sara Randall Johnson, 
backtracked at a council meeting, 
when asked by a member of the 
public whether she stood by three 


pledges she made in a press release 
issued just before Christmas. 

“In the press release councillor 
Randall Johnson had promised to 
significantly reduce the number of 
houses, significantly reduce the 
amount of land for industrial estates 
and consult the public on the revised 
document. 

“But no committee at EDDC has 
ever agreed these promises.” 

CBD campaigner Jon Underwood 
said: “It seems as though our worst 
suspicions are confirmed about 
EDDC councillors intending to park a 
thorny issue until after the elections. 
The council would then be able to do 
as it likes.” 

Fellow campaigner Sandra Semple 
added: “Thousands of residents made 
their views perfectly clear on the LDF 
last autumn, but it now looks as 
though we are being fobbed off.” 

A spokesman for EDDC responded 
to the claims made by the 
campaigners by saying: “The meeting 
(today) is to do exactly what CBD 
have always requested — to ask 
members to note and be made aware 


of the responses to the LDF 
consultation that was carried out in 
2010. A wide range of responses were 
received, including many that felt 
there is too much development 
proposed but others have suggested 
levels were right. 

“The intention is that no decisions 
or recommendations in respect of 
future policy will be made at this 
meeting so to say that the council is 
doing a U-turn over its pledge to scale 
back development plans is premature, 
to say the least. The meeting is there 
to highlight the range of issues and 
concerns that consultation 
generated.” 

District council leader Sara Randall 
Johnson added: “We are doing 
exactly what CBD have asked us to 
do, but they must understand that 
there is a formal process which needs 
to be gone through. 

“We hear what they are saying and 
will carry out further analysis of the 
plan as needed.”

Opposition to tree felling proposal 


THE proposed felling of a 
mature horse chestnut tree in 
Axminster has been opposed. 

At least four people have made 
representations to East Devon 
District Council (EDDC), saying 
they are against plans to remove the 
tree, which is standing between 
Coombefield Veterinary Hospital 
and the district council car park. 

The veterinary hospital has 
planning permission for a two-storey 
extension and construction is 
underway. 

The immediate space around the 
tree is fenced off and declared a root 
protection area. 

But the veterinary hospital has 


applied for the removal of a planning 
condition regarding tree protection 
measures and retention of the tree. 

Objectors to the new application 
say the tree is an important visual 
amenity. 

One objector is puzzled as to why 
a veterinary practice, devoted to 
saving animal life, should consider 
killing a tree — whilst others 
express some understanding if it is 
proved that the tree is unhealthy. 

An arboricultural implication 
assessment has been carried out by 
Uffculme-based A.M Lane Ltd for 
the hospital. 

The company is a Institute of 
Chartered Foresters registered 
consultant and its report says the 


root system has been heavily 
restricted by the car park to the 
southwest and past construction 
work to the east and north. The 
report also states: “To implement the 
approved development the tree will 
suffer both significant damage to its 
root system as well as the removal of 
large limbs to accommodate the 
building. 

“These works will both disfigure 
the tree as well as exacerbate the 
apparent decline in vigour. 

“It is therefore unwise to retain the 
tree with the high probability that it 
will rapidly decline in the short 
term.” 

EDDC will make a decision on the 
application in due course.

MORE than 100 young people 
have, in the last few days, met in 
Sheffield with Church of 
England bishops at a national 
summit where the future of the 
church was discussed. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Rowan Williams, and the 
Archbishop of York, John Sentamu, 
attended the Regeneration Youth 
Summit along with more than 25 
bishops and 30 youth leaders.

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Big cat issue 


causes a stir 

MY mention of the Big Cat phenomenon 
(Country Scene, February 15th) has caused quite 
a stir. Brian Salisbury from Honiton has written 
to tell me of an encounter he had, several years 
ago, near Honiton golf course with what 
appeared to be a black leopard or puma. 

Walking with his Labradors, he suddenly spotted a jet 
black animal in a field, and quite close. It had, he 
writes, a small head and long, low curving tail. It 
appeared to be pouncing up and down, obviously trying 
to catch voles or mice. Suddenly the animal sniffed the 
air, then reared up on its hind legs to a height of nearly 
six feet, then dropped back, spotted its observer and 
fled with powerful leaps and bounds. 

A few years later, Brian had another close encounter 
with a cat, but this time a lynx. Again, walking his 
dogs, he spotted a beautiful big fawn beige-coloured 
cat with erect ears topped with tufts of hair. It was, he 
writes, undoubtedly a lynx and only 15 yards away so 
there could be no mistake in identification. 

What can one say, other than lucky man to see these 
animals? Are they still in the area? Have they been able 
to breed? The mystery continues and, hopefully, will 
one day be solved. Meanwhile, I’m always pleased to 
hear from any reader who has had similar encounters 
with big cats or, for that mater, any interesting aspect of 
wildlife and the countryside. 

Meanwhile, The Urban Heaths Partnership has 
reminded me that many birds will not have survived the 
harsh winter and this particularly applies to heathland 
birds, several of which, such as Dartford warblers, are 
insectivorous and will have suffered when the ground 
was snow blanketed. 

Following the bitter winter of 1963 the number of 
Dartford warblers fell to just a handful of breeding 
pairs, but in recent years numbers have increased 
dramatically. The heathlands of Dorset are managed 
with these birds, and others such as nightjars and 
woodlarks, in mind. 

Those birds which did survive the minus 10 degree 
temperatures are now starting to nest, and this is a 
critical period for them. 

The nightjar nests on a bare patch of ground in the 
gorse or heather, Dartford warblers nest low in gorse or 
heather and woodlarks, the fussiest of nest builders, 
select ground on the heath but next to broad-leaved 
woodland. 

Observers are not optimistic about survival rates this 
spring but walkers, with dogs, can help by making sure 
their animals are kept on the lead from now until 
August. 

Any disturbance by dogs or humans will wreck any 
chances of successful breeding. However, if you go to 
www.dorsetdogs.org you will find information on 
where dogs can be exercised off-lead without 
disturbing rare birds. 

Feeling energetic? Fike to visit nature reserves? The 
Dorset Wildlife Trust (DWT) has the ideal answer! To 
celebrate its 50th anniversary it has created a special 
route taking in all of its 42 reserves. 

The distance is 260 miles and it’s a challenge you can 
take by foot, bike or even by car (fuel permitting!), 
while for those who seek only a leisurely day there are 
shorter routes. 

The route was devised by DWT President Tony Bates 
who cycled all the reserves in 1995, when there were 
just 34. Now called the 42toDO challenge there is a 
map to show you all the reserves, with different 
punches to collect on the map at every reserve. 
Challengers will win a certificate and a special badge 
for achieving all 42 or more than half the reserves. 

You can, of course, even plan your own route, while 
there are also special family days out, and one designed 
for Purbeck. The challenge is free and to obtain your 
pack go to www.dorsetwildlifetrust.org.uk/42todo.

F IONA Cairns, who supplies Sir Paul 
McCartney with a specially- 
commissioned Christmas cake every 
year, is a firm believer in seasonality when 
it comes to baking. 

Like other chefs who cook their main courses 
according to the season, Fiona has firm opinions 
about when our taste buds should be tickled. 

“This is something I feel really strongly about. 
I wouldn’t feel right serving a rich fruit cake 
during summer unless it was a wedding, or a rich 
ginger one on a hot day. I’d rather serve a 
pistachio and orange blossom which is one of 
my favourites.” 

Sweet shop cake 
(Serves 8) 

For the cake (family chocolate cake with fudge 
icing): 

175g unsalted butter, softened, plus more for 
the tin 

lOOg 50-60% cocoa solids 
Chocolate, finely chopped 
200g plain flour 
1 tsp baking powder 
ltsp bicarbonate of soda 
lOOg ground almonds 
275g dark muscovado sugar 
ltsp vanilla extract 
3 eggs, lightly beaten 
150ml buttermilk 

For the fudge icing: 

90g 50-60% cocoa solids

Chocolate, broken into pieces 

40g unsalted butter, softened and diced 

ltbsp golden syrup 

2tbsp dark muscovado sugar 

150ml double cream 

For decoration: 

1kg white sugarpaste (rolled out icing) 
Selection of sweets (I used 2 candy canes; 1 
sugar mouse, 2 sweetie bracelets and 1 
necklace; 1 small packet of sugar hearts; 6 
striped marshmallows; 3-4 flying saucers; 40-50 
jelly beans) 

60g bag white royal icing 

Preheat the oven to 180C/Gas mark 4. Butter 2 
x 20cm round sandwich tins, each 4.5cm deep, 
and line the bases with baking parchment. 

Place the chocolate in a bowl and pour over 
120ml just-boiled water. Stir until melted, then 
set aside to cool. 

In a bowl, sift together the flour, baking 
powder and bicarbonate of soda, then stir in the 
ground almonds. In the bowl of an electric mixer 
(or in a bowl with a electric hand whisk), cream 
together the butter and sugar until very light and 
fluffy (this will take a good 5 minutes). Add the 
vanilla extract to the eggs. With the whisk 
running, very slowly add the egg mixture to the 
butter and sugar, adding 1 tbsp of the flour 
during the process to prevent curdling, then add 
the melted chocolate and the buttermilk. 

Fold in the remaining flour very gently and 
divide the mixture between the tins. Bake for 30- 
35 minutes, or until firm to the touch. 


Leave for a minute or two in the tins before 
turning out on to a wire rack. Remove the papers 
and leave until absolutely cold. 

To make the icing, melt the chocolate and 
butter in a bowl suspended over gently 
simmering water. Make sure the base of the 
bowl does not touch the water. Remove the bowl 
from the heat, then stir in the syrup and sugar 
and, lastly, gradually pour in the cream until all 
is well blended and smooth. Allow to cool 
completely, then whisk until it thickens. Spread 
half on the base of one cake. Sandwich the two 
cakes, bases together, then spread the remaining 
icing on top. 

To decorate, place the cake on a clean board. 
Lightly dust a work top with icing sugar (dust 
your rolling pin, too) and roll out the sugarpaste 
into a circle no thinner than 5 mm and slightly 
larger than the diameter of the cake and sides. 

Lift the sugarpaste with your hands or loosely 
wrap it around the rolling pin, place it over the 
cake and gently smooth around the sides, 
covering the cake. 

Do not stretch the sugarpaste and work as 
quickly as you can, as it will dry out fairly 
quickly. Cut away any excess and seal it in a 
polythene food bag at room temperature for 
future use (providing it doesn’t have fudge icing 
on it). Smooth the top and sides all over with the 
palms of your hands; any lumps, bumps or 
blemishes can hopefully be removed now. Cut 
away any excess sugarpaste. 

Arrange the sweets randomly over the surface 
of the cake, with the jelly beans around the base, 
sticking them all on with the royal icing.

BIGGEST, BEST 
AND TOUGHEST

RACE director Gary Perratt was 
unequivocal with his verdict for 
the 24th annual Grizzly race 
held in superb conditions on 
Sunday. 

“The best yet - and the toughest 
yet,” said a delighted but exhausted 
Perratt. 

He could have also added the 
biggest yet with around a 2,100 
finishers for both the Saucony 
Grizzly and the shorter Cub Run 
from a record entry of 2,600 runners, 
a huge increase on the 1,792 runners 
who completed the event last year. 

“That is more entries than we have 
ever taken before,” added Perratt, 
now in his third year as chief 
organiser although he has been 


involved for many years. 

“Even when the entries had been 
closed I was still getting 100 a day 
and could have easily accepted 
3,500.” 

Contrast that with the event ten 
years ago when there were 1032 
finisher in the Grizzly and 115 in the 
Cub Run while Perratt can recall that 
the first ever Grizzly was just an 
invited group of 50 runners heading 
off from Beer. 

This iconic event has certainly 
come along way and the interest in it 
reflects the status of the event as one 
of the premiere off-road races in the 
country, drawing entries not just from 
east Devon but across the west 
country and much further afield 
around the UK and abroad. 

Indeed, the overall winner Adam 
Stirk travelled from his home in 


Guildford to mn the event for the 
second time as he had enjoyed his 
first taste of this gruelling challenge 
last year. 

“I was only 32nd last year so I’m 
delighted to come back and win it 
this time,” said Stirk, who competes 
for Sandhurst Joggers. 

“I came back because it is a tough 
challenge and it is just you out there 
in beautiful countryside. I also enjoy 
the whole atmosphere of the event. 
The signs around the course are great 
as they take your mind off the run. It 
is a great event.” 

Sandhurst Joggers enjoyed a one- 
two with clubmate Graham Robinson 
finishing runner while first Devon 
and local runner-up was Axe Valley 
Runners’ Patrick Devine-Right, who 
crossed the finish line on Seaton sea 
front to great acclaim from the huge 


crowds. That was somehow fitting as 
the race is organised by the club and 
41-year-old Devine-Wright was 
delighted to have improved upon his 
fourth place twelve months ago and 
also to have finished first over 40 
veteran. 

“I have been training for this race 
since Christmas and was hoping to 
get into the top three,” said Devine- 
Wright, who is a professor at Exeter 
University. 

“It was tough, very tough. I was 
actually in the lead at five miles and 
couldn’t believe it but then went 
through a bad patch between 10-15 
miles and dropped back to sixth. 

“I was really struggling and at one 
point even thought about dropping 
out because I just felt I wouldn’t 
make it to the finish. 

“Fortunately I came through that 


bad patch but those last few miles are 
real blood and guts stuff; there are 
people ‘dying’ all around you and 
you just have to keep going and try 
and pick off the runners one by one. 

“It definitely felt a lot harder than 
last year.” 

Perratt concurred, saying that the 
middle ten miles were probably the 
toughest in the event’s history. 
Tavistock’s Jo Meek, who won the 
women’s race, had nothing to 
compare it with as it was her debut in 
the event as she builds up for the 
Edinburgh Marathon in May. 

“It was my first Grizzly but I knew 
a bit about it as my husband had run 
it before,” said Meek, who the 
previous week finished runner-up in 
the Bideford half marathon. 

“It was really hard and very muddy 
through the bogs. I was up to my 


thighs in the stuff at times and fell 
over quite a few times. 

“But I thought it was a great event 
with superb support around the 
course, plenty of water stations and 
really well marshalled. To be honest I 
don’t how they manage to put in such 
a big event over such a large area. 

“In particular there was a brilliant 
atmosphere at the Fountain Head pub 
(in Branscombe) where there was a 
band playing and so many people it 
was like having to run through a 
tunnel. I’m delighted to win.” 

Runner-up and first veteran over 35 
was Wells City Harriers’ Clare 
Prosser with Maiden Newton 
Harriers’ Lin Lascelles third. 
Defending champion Elizabeth 
Kendon from Exeter, who is a former 
member of South West Road 
Runners, finished fourth.

KEVIN Hawker has no 
hesitation in explaining why the 
Grizzly has become such an 
iconic event in the athletics 
calendar. 

“It is the scenery, it is spectacular 
especially on a day like today,” said 
Hawker, reflecting on the glorious 
sunshine that greeted the record 
field in Seaton for the 24th 
celebration of the race. 

“I don’t think you could ask for 
any better and that’s not just my 
opinion but the opinion I hear from 
people running around the course, 
that and the challenge of running 
such a course.

“You also get terrific support out 
on the course and there are those 
quirky signs, even if I don’t 
understand half of them! 

Hawker admits he may be biased. 
Born and bred in Beer he first 
tackled the race as a 14-year-old 


when barely 100 runners, mostly 
from Axe Valley Runners and other 
local clubs, ran from the east Devon 
village to Branscombe and back. 

“That was 23 years ago and I have 
run it many times since then,” added 
Hawker, who now lives in Honiton 
and commpetees for Honiton 
Running Club. 

“Now you get around 2,000 
runners and that is amazing. It is 
also great for Seaton because the 
town has been buzzing this 
weekend. 

“I have a cousin who lives in 
London and he comes down with 
his club every year to run the race 
and they spend the weekend here. I 
think it is brilliant for the town and 
area.” 

Hawker, who has finished second 
and third in the past didn’t have a 
great day as he was restricted by a 
leg injury. 

“I thought I was going to get away 
with it but this event is so tough, 
you have to show it respect,” said 
Hawker. But I’ll be back next year 
for the 25th.”
